1 . This communication is in response to the application filed on 1 0/24/03 
Claims 1-32 are pending in this Office Action. 

Election/Restrictions

I. Claims 1-7 and 19-23 are drawn to receiving and creating a plurality of 
media data, classified in class 707, subclass 104.1.

III. Claims 9-18 are drawn to a parameter configured to be updated, classified 
in class 707, subclass 203.
